HOT WEATHER VARIETIES 


Snapdragons approaching winter quality can be grown in greenhouses during June, July, 
August and September, if planted and grown single-stem. Plants are in bloom about 60 days after 
benching. These varieties cannot be flowered earlier than late in May.
